Wr. Alderson’s report showed 
that the cost per scout in this 


district the past year was $11.41 
as compared with $12.50, the) 
national average. In Upland 
there are 98 scouts, who are in 
charge of- 27 adult volunteer | 
workers. In the entire Upland 
district. including besides this 
city the communities of Alta | 
Loma, Etiwanda, Cucamonga 
and Fontana there are a total) 
of 193 scouts, with 52 adult 
volunteer workers in charge. 

In the Chaffey Community 
Girls Organization there are 
1186 girls. The work of this 
organization includes Girl Re- 
serves, Girl Scouts, Campfire 
Girls, ¥. W. C. A., etc. There 
are 75 leaders, all of whom 
are volunteer and unpaid. The 
cost per girl last year was be- 
tween $4 and $5. For use of 
these girls there is the Rose 
Acres rented clubhouse at Elev- 
enth and Benson, Upland; the 
cabin in Barret’s canyon and 
Camp Conifer in the San Ber- 
nardino mountains. 

There are not enough people | 
of the community who are ac- 
quainted with the work that is 
being done for the benefit of the 
boys and girls of the district 
and with what it means to them 
in many worth while ways. It 
takes money to carry on this 
work and this year the amount 
to be raised will be more than 
usual because the Chaffey insti- 
tution has deemed it necessary 
to withdraw the financial sup- 
port heretofore given. Upland’s 
quota is $2,500, which sum in 
addition to taking care of our 
share of the above activities 
will also include our playground 


and welfare budget: It’s not) 
a small amount, but it should 
be raised. The apportionment 


for the other towns in this dis-. 
trict has also been raised and 
the amounts are: Fontana, $600; 
Etiwanda $300, Alta Loma | 
$300; Cucamonga, $300, making | 
a total of $4000 for the district.
